Pollution level reports inaccurate

Sulphur, dioxide ' levels in 
downtown Montreal are really 
two to three times higher than 
the leveb. reported daily by the 
local news media. 

This information was reveal- 
ed last weeic in an interview 
with Walter' Brabant, Superin- 
tendant of Laboratories of the 
Health Department on the City 
of Montréal.. 

Pollution 
Symposium 

On Wednesday, Thursday and 
Friday, Fèbniaiy 3, 4 and 5 a 
symposium on pollution will take 
place in the Pahner Howard Lec- 
ture Theatre at the Mclntyre 
Medical Building of McGill Uni- 
veisity, 1200 Pine Avenue West. 

The symposium, organized by 
the McGill En^necring Under- 
graduate Society, features pollu- 
Uon experts from the French and 
English speaking communities in 
Quebec. It opens with a panel 
discussion on Wednesday 3rd at 
8:30 p.m. The general topic of 
this discussion will be "Pollution 
in Canada". 

Memfi^osl^f^tiie ' panel will 
include: Dr.- Victor Goldbloom, 
Minister without Portfolio res- 
ponsible for the Quality of the 
Environment; Dr. Fred Knclman 
from the. Humanities of Science 
Department, Sir George Williams 
Unhrersity and Mr. David Mather 
from Dominion Engineering 
Works Ltd; 



He stated that the levels re- 
ported by the media are the rea- 
dings taken at the lab at Onta- 
rio and Amherst streets. These 
readings are representative of 
the dty as a whole, but he ex- 
plained that the readings from 
the station at Drummond and St. 
Catherine streets are usually 
two to three times higher. 

At present the annual city 
average of 802 concentration is 
0.04 .parts per million at thé 
Amherst and Ontario streets lab. 

The objective of the Air Sa- 
nitation Department of the Urban 
Committee of Montreal is to keep 
the annual S02 level below 
0.02 ppm and the daily level 
below 0.1 ppm. 

These levels were esta- 
blished by the U.S. Department 
of Health and Welfare as the 
maximum safety levels for cities. 

Health^Iiroblenis^have been 
shown to^resutt'^'wfaen the con- 
centration rises above 0.1 ppm 
or when the concentration re-" 
mains above 0.02 ppm for si- 
gniFicant lengths of time. 

Brabant attributed the pre- 
sent low (?) levels of S02 to the 
decrease in the use of cod for 
heating; _ -, 

One reason that 802 is harm- 
ful is that it combines with 
water to form sulphurous acid. 
Also, 802 does not break down 
naturally, but_can form sul- 
phuric acid, which is at>out ten 
times as harmful as S02. ' 

Soot particles contain up to 
147o sulphuric acid. 

Another harmful pollutant 
found in Montreal is carbon 
The new criteria of 
Health Department 
a permissable level 



in Montreal is below this. 

On the other hand, he said 
that the concentration of carbon 
monoxide in cigarette smoke 
is about five hundred ppm, fifty 
times the tolerable level. 

Responsibility for measuring 
the air pollutioij has recently 
passed from the Health Depart- 
ment of the aty of Montreal to 
the Air Sanitation Department 
of the Urban Conunittee of Mont- 
real. - .-. , " 
: The. move took place after it 
,was realized that air pollution is 
a regional problem and not one 
which ends at municipal boun- 
daries.

Law strike goes on 

SASKATOON (CUP) - Law students at. the Uiiveisity of S^kat- 
chewan in Saskatoon voted Saturday (Jan. 30) to' continue thé strike 
w4ik:h began last Wedi^day (Jan. 27).' 

At the Saturday general nieethig, the students declared the strike 
committee as the sole bargaining agent of the students and that only 
another general meeting of Law students could end the strike. 

The general meeting directed the Law Students Association not to 
engage in any negotiations with the Administration or Faculty. 

The strike blew up over the massive failure rates which "were given 
the second year Law students on Christmas exams. In one class, stu- 
dent papers were given a bonus of 30 marks and the class average was 
still only 59 percent. 

The issue was apparently the focus of a much more general di- 
satisfaction of students with the school, and with student-faculty rela- ^»^^t 
tions there. - Wnc'- 

The law students' demands, re-ralified at the Saturday meeting. - 
iicluded a call for a parity committee of six students and six faculty 
to investigate examination policy and a demand fora permanent Review 
Board. 

The Saturday meeting also directed the strike conunittee to meet 
once more with Dean Roger Carter to explain the issues and directives 
arising out of the Saturday meeting, and then to hold no more negotia- 
tions, uhta the LaW Faculty CounciLmeets to discuss the merits of 
thestrikc and the'demands made.' 

The faculty of the Collège has so far made no response to the strike 
demands. - _

Excerpts from a 
BSA statement 

The EUS treasiirer Roy 
Lochhead has acted in a 
most unconstitutional and 
racist manner. The black 
students of McGill will not 
allow Ihls abuse of their 
rights. 

We contend that Roy 
Lochhead is an ' unfit re- 
presentative of the engi- 
neering students and any 
person or persons uphold- 
ing him is an accomplice 
to his racism. 

It is the duty of the 
engineering "students to 
erase this stigma from 
their name by recalling 
Roy Lochhead ^ as their 
treasurer. 

All self-respecting indi- 
viduals and groups must 
support this demand. 

Although Lochhead did not 
specily who was circulating the 
petition, investigation revealed 
that one of the councillors who 
had voted against the payment 
was instnimental in obtahiing the 
signatures. 

After being given the run- 
around for about half an hour, 
Stephens was told thati since the 
"required" number of signatures 
had been obtained, payment would 
have to be stopped. 

When it was pointed out to 
Lochhead that the petition merely 
asked for an open meeting, and 
that it did not mention stopping 
payment, the treasurer again 
began dawdling; while a second 
petition went the rounds. 

He adamantly refused to write' 
a cheque for at least an hour. The 
only condition under which he was 
prepared to give the money, he 
said, was upon a promise from 
the BSA that repayment would be 
arranged if an open meeting of 
the Society disapproved of the

referendum overruled the coun- 
cil's decision. 

The illegality of Lochhead's 
action was home out by Kim 
Pang, EUS secretary and student 
councillor, who later told Ste< 
phens that he -thought the trea- 
surer's action, unconstitutional. 

Students' Society President 
Hutton Archer was also of the 
same opinion when contacted. He 
called what happened "the most 
highhanded and arrogant thing 1 
have ever heard of." 

International Students' Asso- 
ciation President Robert Hosang 
was even more outspoken. 

"I don't see any reason for this 
, discriminationaiy action on the 
part of the Engineering stu- 
dents," he said. 

Recalling ISA's difficulties 
with previous student councils, 
Hosang added, "I'm not sur- 
prised. There are tendencies 
like this aU over." 

He expressed his Association's 
"total support for any action 
that may be brought against the^ 
EUS." 

Archer said he would have to 
get in touch with the EUS Presi- 
dent before deciding what action 
to take upon the matter. 

EUS President Michael Rey- 
nolds was unavailable for com- 
ment.

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Archer's identity crisis

The President of the Students' Society, Hutton 
Archer, seems to be going through something of an 
Identity crisis these days. 

He knows that the Students' Society is not exactly 
attracting hundreds of eager students to the activities 
which it sponsors, and he is wondering whether the 
Students' Society, as we know it Is outdated. 

!'The Students' Society is not able to Interest stu- 
dents In the things we are doing," Archer said. "We've 
offered them all sorts of entertainment In past years 
but there doesn't seem to be very>much student Interest 
JrrlhoteklriipfthlngSi^^, .;-;;;^^ . 
■ "When we gave rock cohcem, they were àttéhded 
mostly by high school kids." Archer added. 

Saying that such traditional organizations as the 
Daily, Radio IVIcGill and the Winter Carnival do not 
satisfy the Interests of very many students, Archer 
envisions the possibility of a Students' Society being 
run along the lines of IVISEA. 

"In order to get through school many students 
need jobs, and the Students' Society should play a role 
In providing them," Archer commented. 

"There's a bread and butter Issue which comes 
before the moral issue; i happen to know something 
about IVISEA and they provide jobs which are much 
needed," Archer continued. 

IMSEA, in a statement which they Issued in Decem- 
ber, clàlmed that they had provided approximately 
$80,000 In student salaries for the period from Sep- 
tember, 1969 to. August 1970. The statement made no 
comparison between the level of salaries paid to the 
staff and the level paid to the MSEA management. '

The lyfaoist-oriented Africa 
Study Group lield a seven hour 
conference at McGiU Saturday, 
to discuss tlie various national 
liberation struggles of the people 
of Africa. 

The conference, held in a Lea- 
cock auditorium brightly decorat- 
ed with posters and slogans of 
Mao T^e Tung, failed to attract 
many pécule, and in fact at .times 
the speakers outnumbered the 
audience... . , , 

Most of thé morning was taken 
up by various long and prepared 
speeches describing the progress 
of the guerrilla groups presently 
operatingsin South Africa. Rho- 
desia, and Angola and Mozam- 
bique. 

No concrete proposals were 
made but the words ''running i 
dogs, lackeys, imperialist stooges 
and bootlickers," were repeated 
again and again in the various 
speeches denouncing the colonia- 
list regimes. 

Devinder Gar^wal, Eng 5, 
interrupted the proceedings at 
one point to state the "self de- 
termination by the African peo- 
ple, and not the inten/ention of 
so called liberals will drive the 
bscists and their stooges from 
Africa." 

However, when some African 
students in the audience spoke out 
against some of the rhetoric, 



. and offered their more moderate 
solutions to the problems afflict- 
ing their continent, they were re- 
peatedly interrupted by the or- 
ganizers who stated, "that's not 
the right line, comrade." 
Another point of disagreement 

' was the question of education, 
and whether it was necessary for 
the revolutionary struggle. 

Garewal and his supporter 
stated that "education is totally 
unnecessary and may even be a 
disadvantage to the revolutionaiy 

struggle.":. ; - 

"All .thatrVis< hecessaty, con- 
tinued,: .Gârewal,F3Ji;4-that^ the' 
peasant - nigases :^be ''âroù^^ to 
revolutionary consciousness." 

Again, when some students in 
the audience said that "education 
is necessary - as a means to in- 
form the masses and arouse them 
to the necessary consciousness," 
they were interrupted by "that's 
not the correct line, comrade."

Woman MP defends report

Grace Maclnnes, Canada's 
only female MP (NDP - Vancou- 
ver-Kingsway) - stron^y defend- 
ed the government's Royal Com- 
mission Report on the Status of 
Women Friday. 

Speaking to students on the last 
day of the two-week Civil Liber- 
. ties teach-in at Sir George, she 
stated, "T^'is is not a female 
document in aiiy sense of the 
word.' It \i a human document 
If its pn isions are put into 
effect, it : 'U bring about a so- 
cial revolui-'A in this country." 

She wei : on to compare the 
position oi ".omen to that .of other 
oppressed roups. "I; Is going 
to be a I '.g hard rc-ad to get 
equality P women, just as it 
is going t- "^e a long hard road 
for the ? - 'Jans, Negroes, and- 
people of It- Income groups." 

Among ,iie recommendations 
of the Roy»] Commission Report 
supported hy 'Ate Maclnnes are 
the estab'Uhment of day<are 
centres, tho institution of ma- 
ternity I.Mvea for working 
women, t;:e liberalization of 
abortion Isws, and the greater 
availabilify of . birth control in- 
formation.' 

Discussic; this last recom- 
mendation she stated, "Anyone 
who engag : in sexual intercour- 
se, without any form of contra- 
ception is •■'lowing the height of 
social irrt.iponsibility; today, 
the provisi' i of more and more 
quantities of children is the 
nemesis of t ur race." 

$e added that 74% of all wo- 
men who sought abortions last 
year had not used any form of 
birth contre/'. 

Outlininr the role of women 
in the pa^u, as compared with 
today, Mrt. Maclnnes believed 



that women no longer have' to 
provide many children as "can- 
non fodder for the armies and 
souls for the church." 

Ilie fact that one third of Can- 
ada's labour force is now compo-'~ 
sed of women shows how things 
have changed. "Wonten are out 
of the home, and they are out to 
.stay." 

I She also urged female univer- 
sity students to- stand for elec- 



tion, both on the university and 
the provincial-federal level. 

Although a large part of her 
speech dealt with the protection 
of women's rights, it is the 
protection of all human rights 
that most deeply concerns Grace 
Maclnnes. 

"It's nice to be a man, if 
that's what you are; it's nice 
to be.a^vwoman if you happen to 
be a womaiirit's better to be a 
complete person," she condudéd. - 



Priest says love conquers all

As advertised, the Rev. Richard Wurmbrand gave a personal ac- 
count of the death-defying Christian love which saved his life during 14 
years of extreme torture in Roumanian prisons. 

Wurmbrand, speaking to 400 in the Union Ballroom Friday, con- 
cocted a strange brew of religion, politics, and psychology. 

"Marx's revolutionary actions were an expression of rebellion 
against his Jewish father directed towards the state," declared the 
author of Why Am I a Revolutionist? 

,,1'îlJere are no solutions for the worid other than love," spake 
Wurmbrand, who also supports the American intervention in Vietnam. 

The Jewish-bom priest, brought here by the McGill Christian 
Fellowship, opined that Communists and Nazis tend to hate merely /or 
the sake of hating. He lumped together StaUn, Knishchev, Trotsl^tes, 
and Hitler's SS and used them as examples. ' 

As for promoting his brand of religion/the priest declared. "Every 
girl would feel better to know that someone very handsome and with 
a very good character k)ves her."

"If you step on a rose, all you can get is it's sweet smell... if you 
step on a Christian, all you can get is love," underiined Wurmbrand in 
his denunciation of the European Communist countries' practice of 
imprisoning religious advocates. 

Wurmbrand refused to say anything of capitalism, pointing out that 
"you can't mix biology and chemistry." . - 

But, he was sure that all forms of Mandsm and Communism are 
to be hated, as long as you keep in mind that Marxists and Communists 
themselves are to be loved. 

Building manager Frank Costi was a bit worried about trouble. Just 
before the speech he warned certain individuals- saying, "I'll punch 
the first guy who tries to grab the mike." 

It seemed to have worked.

Greece drained by US

"Bulgaria is to the USSR as Greece Is to the United 
States," Professor Papandreou coldly stated Friday. 
"Satellitization has been achieved by the West and the 
military is the most important intellectual, social and 
political force in the world. 

"The military Is the main feature of the Western 
"corporate - security complex/.' he alleged. 

Professor Paoandreou stressed the foreign penetra- 
tion of Greece In his talk. The Litton Company and the 
Pechlney company, the latter of which cost a half billion 
dollars to the Greeks, tried to convince the Government 
to establish plants for the production of electricity. 

Then Aristotle Onassis came Into the picture. The 
opportunistic venture proposed by the shipping magnate 
was that- his tankers be used to transport the oil for the 
electrical development. ^ . " ^ 

Since Greece has inadequate hydro-poweri^ his pro- 
posal was accepted - at a cost of $800 million to the Greeks 

Professor Papandreou also talked about economic 
development In general. He said that he did not believe 
in stages of growth which he held to be an elitist concep- 
tion. 

"It is unnecessary that the underdeveloped countries 
should have to go through stages to catch up with western 
economies." he argued. 

"The economic process is global; you can't talk about 
the development of Grëat Britain as a local development. 
They are not truly isolated incidents. They are part of 
the same process.''^ 

Professor Papandreou made an Important distinction 
between growth and development: "Growth takes place 
within a given structure and Is a process. Economic 
development is a structured change," he stated. 

Papandreou urged economists to "cease thinking of 
the experience of the West as a prototype, it is unique 
historically, and was unplanned;growth. Peoples of the 
third worid are now talking about planned development." 

Papandreou also chlded economists for thinking 
that they can deal with pollution. "The system, as it Is, 
cannot accommodate a solution to the pollution problem."
